W ashington, Dec, 16 (A P ).—-Em-] 
ployment of 8,000 musicians on work- 
relief musical projects in nineteen 
states was reported Sunday by Di­ 
rector Nikolai Sokoloff along with 
the formation of more th an IOO 
bands and orchestras. 
Sokoloff, the head of the musical 
branch of WPA’s $27,000,000 cultural 
program, predicted th a t before long 
"between 16,000 and 17,000 musicians 
will be employed a t the various 
kinds of work for which they have 
been especially trained.” 
W ith many famous musicians, in­ 
cluding George Gershwin and Paul 
W hiteman, on his advisory com mit­ 
tee, Sokoloff’s division is the largest 
of four intended to provide suitable 
employment for most of the writers, 
actors, artists and musicians on re­ 
lief. 
Sokoloff .said his division had set 
up twenty-one concert and sym­ 
phony orchestras, twenty-two bands, 
twenty-five chamber music ensem­ 
bles, forty-three choruses and quar­ 
tets, twenty-eight dance orchestras, 
three light opera companies. Ave 
music-teaching projects, six projects 
employing trained music copyists, li­ 
brarians, tuners and music binders, 
and one project for soloists. 
Symphany orchestras are located 
in New York city, w ith five, and in 
New Orleans, Salem. Newton and 
Worcester, Mass,; 
G rand 
Rapids, 
Jackson and Lansing. Mich.; Oma­ 
ha; Buffalo and Yonkers, N. Y.;
